COTTON IN CALIFORNIA. 


Under equally favorable conditions 
of growth, ootton is now here a more 
profitable crop than wheat, even giv­ 
ing the latter the present advantage 
of large production at small cost, re­ 
munerative prices and unusual de­ 
mand. Take away the easy farming 
prop of wheat production, it would 
soon fall to its level of secondary im ­ 
portance as a staple. 
Ootton tanning 
in the ¡Southern States was, prior to 
the late “unpleasantness,” as a rule, 
more p/ofitable than the grain raising 
of the North. 
At fifteen cents per 
pound for ginned cotton and with a 
slave labor estimated to cost $15 per 
month per head, Southern planters, 
with ordinary average crops, found the 
growth of the staple highly remunera­ 
tive. 
If. 
with 
all their want of 
“thrift,” with a really costly system 
of labor, uncertainty of crop, etc., cot­ 
ton culture in the South could be made 
a more profitable business than grain- 
growing in the North, why here in 
California, with none of the draw­ 
backs iucidental to its cultivation in 
the Southern States, it cannot be 
made to take the precedence of gram- 
growing, it is difficult to 


ADVANTAGES OF OUR CLIMATE. 
In production per acre, witli any­ 
thing like a fair showing, as a usual 
thing, our average of the staple is ana 
w ill oe nearly double that of the 
South. In liability to uncertainty and 
loss of crop, simply no comparison can 
be instituted; we have everything in 
our favor. No cutting down by frosts, 
no worm, especial adaptability ot cli­ 
mate and soil, we claim exemption 
from risk and uncertainty of produc­ 
tion over any country in the world 
outside of the tropics. 
With this base 
to fight it out on, why may not Cali­ 
fornia lead the world in a most profit­ 
able production? W ith the initial 
success of experimental effort, ljow 
that it has passed that stage and is 
resolved into that of unusual^ produc­ 
tion and demonstrated profit, what 
m ay we not prophesy of 
the fu­ 
ture 
cotton growth of California. 
There need be no fear of any decrease 
in the demand for cotton for the com­ 
ing fifty years at least, or any fear ot 
over production and consequent unre- 
munerative prices. 
And as it was 
shown during our late war, that even 
with the stimulus of extraordinary 
price and governmental aid, ami en­ 
couragement to production in coun­ 
tries where labor is of the cheapest, 
and where every favorable condition 
was supposed to exist to favor cheap 
and large production, that no country 
could compete with ours in excellent 
and cheap production, we may safely 
assert that we need have no fear of 
outside competition for some tim e to 
come 
Can as much be said of w heat, 
Tho demand of this year may be a 
drug in the next. 
If the cotton crop 
is" worth its two hundred millions ot 
dollars per year to the cotton-pro­ 
ducing Stntes, why with an equal 
area of land on the I aciflc ( oast, 
adapted to its culture and with gener­ 
al better conditions of climate and 


soil, we may not reap an equal golden 
harvest from its production, we are un­ 
able to see. 


SUCCESS OF PAST EXPERIM EN TS. 
Laying aside the discussion of the 
question of the comparative commer­ 
cial value of the wheat and cotton 
growths of the country, let us inquire, 
“ Does the conditions exist for success­ 
ful and cheap cotton-growing here in 
California?” 
So far, the culture of 
cotton, as a crop and for the market, 
lias been confined to a few interior lo­ 
calities far away from a market, and 
with not the best condition of cutiva- 
tion existing in our State. 
Few per­ 
sons having a knowledge of California 
ai.d the requirements of the case, will 
claim lor the section of country chosen 
by those pioneers of cotton-growing— 
the Strongs—any especial advantages 
over any other portion of the State. 
There are extensive regions of country 
having every and all necessary ad­ 
juncts for cotton-growing, where irri­ 
gation will not be needed. Such there 
is in what is now called the “Colorado 
Desert,” in the eounty of San Bernar­ 
dino. 
There is a region of country of 
some fifty miles long by about twenty 
broad, will be found probably 


T H E BEST COTTON FIELD IN AMERICA. 
A region of country where man is al­ 
most unknown, a tropical temperature, 
having a sandy soil and abundant un­ 
derground moisture that rises to near 
the surface, this so-called “desert” re­ 
gion has unlimited capacity as a cotton 
field. That this is a proved fact, the 
writer of this article will say that here 
lie saw almost the best “bush” (grown 
by the Indians and growing uncared 
for and without cultivation) that he 
lias 
ever seen 
in a traveled ex­ 
perience in the several continents 
of the world, and, indeed, many of 
the islands of the seas, during which 
he lias studied the cotton plant assid­ 
uously. 
Personally familiar with the 
cultivation of the “ Sea Island,” or 
“ long staple” cotton as grown upon 
the islands off the coast of our south­ 
eastern Atlantic seaboard and upon 
the South Sea islands, he was sur­ 
prised to find it in this “ desert,” 
having many of the strange peculiar­ 
ities of that grown in the Fiji islands, 
where unquestionably the Sea Island 
cotton comes to its greatest perfection 
and cheapest and largest production 
per acre. Here, as there, the bush 
was perennial—making wood and not 
the usual hollow stalk—and had been 
bearing continuously for seven years. 
And by way of digression and as 
bearing upon this question of cheap 
and possibly 
profitable 
production 
here in California, it may be said that 
the very best cotton fields that are 
seen in Fiji (which doubtless has the 
best in the world) were upon the lee­ 
ward side of the islands—that upon 
which there was least rain—and grow­ 
ing in almost pure sea sand and de­ 
composed shells. The climatic condi­ 
tions are 


SIM ILAR TO THOSE OF CALIFORNIA 


In having a rainy season of some two 
or three months duration and an en­ 
tire absence of rain the most of the 
year. 
To the advantage claimed for the 
“desert” region may be repeated that 
of its perennial growth. Any cotton 
grower can well understand the advan­ 
tage of production of a crop that needs 
no replanting and bears year after 
year with little cultivation and trouble 
from weeds. To this may he added 
limited first cost in the preparation of 
ground. 
Little is needed, for it is 
clear and almost devoid of timber. 
The “Colorado bottom” proper for 
several hundred miles from the mouth 
of the river, produces,with the crudest 
cultivation, splendid cotton and sugar, 
and will produce, upon trial, most of 
tin* tropical products. This is a region 
that wiil especially attract the ¡South­ 
ern planter. A rich alluvial soil, sub­ 
ject in part to overflow, in many of its 
features it resembles the lower Missis­ 
sippi country, having the advantage 
for tropical production of a warmer 
climate, and a greater range of produc­ 
tion. The real extent and resource of 
this section of the Pacific coast is but 
little understood or appreciated even 
here in California. Cheap labor is to 
be had here—as well as in their desert 
—amongst the Indians and Mexicans, 
who work well. The coast country of 
«anta Barbara and Ventura counties 
are, doubtless, splendidly adapted to 
the successful cultivation of 


T H E SEA ISLAND COTTON 


And without irrigation. That splen­ 
did section of country extending from 
Point Conception on the west to San 
Buenaventura on the east, about eigh­ 
ty miles long by from three to seven 
broad, raises fine crops of cereals and 
semi-tropical productions without the 
aid of irrigation. Justly called the 
“ Italy of America,” because of |its 
fine climate, it has the additional ad­ 
vantage of a soil that lias no lim it to 
its fertility. Deep plowing seems to 
answer ail the purposes of irrigation. 
Cotton here has been tried with mark­ 
ed success. 
W e have specified its 
probable success in the culture of “Sea 
Island” cotton, because it has, too, the 
essential of sea air. 
This product, 
which, witli us, is almost a hot-house 
plant in delicacy and sensibility, pro­ 
duces a fibre wortli in the markets of 
the world four times the price of the 
ordinary or “kidney” variety. 
Sea 
Island cotton lias been raised in Fiji 
that brought in the Liverpool market 
$1 12c. per pound, and that recently, 
when high prices were not ruling. 
There has been there a production of 
800 pounds of lint cotton to the acre. 
At naif this rate of production and 
price, the returns, acre for acre, would 
lead ten-fold that of any cereal. 


H A R D IN ESS OF TH E COTTON l’LANT. 


That our two great valleys, the Sac­ 
ramento and San Joaquin, are well 
adapted to cotton of the short staple or 
ordinary cotton of commerce is well 
proven. Here irrigation will act a 
part in its production. But it will be 
less necessary to cotton than to wheat. 
The cotton plant semis down a “tap 
root” deep into the earth, and having 
its start and well rooted it is a hardy 
thing and not 
easily 
affected by 
drouth. Early planting, giving the 
plant a chance to root itself whilst the 
sdil is wet from the late rains, and the 
battle of a successful crop is nine- 
tenths won. 
One good drink in May 
or June will be found sufficient, at 
least in Sacramento valley. The groat 
lack of moisture, the porousness of its 
soil and its capacity to swallow and 
not retuin water, may necessitate two 
drinks a season in the Sun Joaquin. 
Of this latter valley it may he said 
that having the great requisite of a hot 
Summer climate and a rich, loose soil, 


with half the water required by wheat, 
it is destined to be one great field of 
the more profitabje staple, ootton. Its 
excellence for this purpose improves 
as we approach its head.—[San Fran­ 
cisco Chronicle.

of association 
in buying 


and improving homes, 
and have re- 


ferred 
to the success 
of the San 
Ga- 


briel Orange Grove Association, as an 
encouraging 
evidence 
of the 
sueeess 


attending such enterprises. 
The work accomplished by the South- 


ern 
California 
Semi-Tropical 
Fruit 


Association 
affords even 
a more con- 


vincing proof of what may be accom- 
plished by associated 
effort. 


The 
Association 
was 
formed 
in 


Healdsburg, and its stock was mainly 
taken by poor men. 
About four hun- 


dred and fifty shares 
were subscribed, 


and four dollars paid in on each share. 
Subsequent 
assessments 
have 
in- 


creased 
the amount 
to eleven dollars, 


and another assessment 
offour dollars 


to the share will be due next August. 


With 
this 
comparatively 
small 


amount, they bought one hundred and 
six acres of good laud near Anaheim, 
built a house and necessary 
outbuild- 


ings, and have planted nearly the en- 
tire tract iv semi-tropical fruits, prin- 
cipally orange, lemon, lime and Eng- 
lish walnut. 
A good many of these 


trees have now been transplanted 
two 


years, 
and all are growing thriftily. 


So far, the place 
has 
been supplied 


with water from wells, but owing to 
the increased area 
placed under culti- 


vation, a more bountiful supply 
has 


become 
necessary, 
and 
the contract 


for the building of an irrigating ditch 
of sufficient capacity 
to water 
the 


whole tract thoroughly, has 
been let. 


The 
ditch will be 
constructed 
the 


coming 
season, 
and, 
on 
its 
com- 


pletion, 
the 
land 
for 
which they 


paid $17 an acre, only two years ago, 
will, without including 
any 
of the 


improvements, 
sell for $50. 


Their property 
is now worth fully 


double all that it has cost 
them, and 


19 daily increasing in value. 


What they have done, any other as- 


sociation of poor men can do. 
While 


it would be impossible for a man with 
only two hundred 
or three hundred 


dollars to go into the culture of semi 
tropical fruits, ten of these men by as- 
sociating 
can 
do so, and can 
at the 


same tirnu go on with their ordinary 
avocations, 
and 
make 
their living, 


while their orchard 
is growing into 


value. 
When they are ready to do so, 


the tract can 
be divided up between 


\u2666he shareholders, 
who will then have 


homes that willyield them 
a comfor- 


table income, or it can 
be held and 


managed 
by the association 
as a source 


of profit. 


Street Railways. 


Tho great importance of a cheap ami 


rapid 
means of transit is hut just mak- 


ing itself felt in our city. 
Los Angel- 


es is spread over a good deal of terri- 
tory, and the increasing 
desire on the 


part of our business 
men to possess 


themselves of rural homes, where they 
can be surrounded by fruits and flow- 
ers, is continually tending to iucrease 
the area of settlement. 
The magnifi- 


cent climate which makes it a Jcontin- 
ual pleasure 
to be out of doors; the 


ease 
with which 
the most beautiful 


and fragrant flowers can be cultivated 
throughout the entire year, 
and the 


great profit attending 
the production 


of semi-tropical fruits is all the time 
adding to the number who are 
anxi- 


ous to improve a home. 
The question 


that at once arises is how to get back 
and 
forth. 
Ordinarily the family 


team is brought 
into requisition, 
but 


this involves troirble as well as 
ex- 


pense, and then while the head of the 
family is down town on business, there 
is no conveyance 
for the rest of the 


family, and every one knows that after 
living righl iv the city for years, 
and 


getting in the habit ofrelying on its 
conveniences, 
scarcely an hour in the 


day passes 
without 
some 
errand 
to 


town will arise. 
Here 
conies 
in the 


convenience 
of

railway.

organization afforded a most excellent 
medium for the establishment 
of agri- 


cultural libraries and their general cir- 
culation among its members. Itwould 
hardly be expected that each 
subordi- 


nate Orange would be able to procure 
and keep a very extensive library at 
its own expense, 
though it could do 


much good in this line. 
By the com- 


bination 
of a number 
of Granges, 


however, for instance, 
all those in a 


county, a good library could easily he 
established, 
and 
all the members of 


the local Oranges 
could receive 
the 


benefits 
of the same by a system of 


circulation among the local Granges. 
There are now a large number of good 
standard 
hooks 
upon all branches 
of 


agriculture, 
which would 
be of im- 


measurable value to individual farm- 
ers and to the interests 
of agriculture 


generally, ifthey could be brought by 
some such plan, as the one we have 
suggested, 
within 
the 
reach 
of the 


farmers 
of the country. 
If our State 


Executive Committee 
of the Patrons 


will take hold of this matter and see 
that it is put in a way to be executed, 
they will do a service 
to the farmers 


and 
the State that can hardly be esti- 


mated. 
But should the State Grange 


and its officers fail to take hold of this 
matter, we would suggest 
to the local 


Granges 
to move 
at once, and form 


county 
library organizations; 
begin 


the collection of books 
and agricultu- 


ral 
periodicals,

the most 


valuable in the country. Such a course 
willplace the farmers in the country
